REPORT OF THE DEVELOPMENT OF THE SEWERAGE 
SYSTEM OF THE TOWN ‘OF NORTHUMBERLAND, N. H. 

To the Selectmen, voters and taxpayers of Northumberland: 
N. H. | 

GENTLEMEN :—At the last March meeting you voted to 
have a sewerage system constructed in the village of Groveton, 
also voted to construct this system from the plans made by Geo. 
H. Allen of Manchester, N. H. 

A complete report of the sewerage system as proposed by 
Mr, Alien will be found in the annual report of the Town Offi- 
cers for the year ending 1897. 

At the last March meeting it was voted to raise $20,000. 00 to 
pay for the proposed system. 

Your attention should be called to the fact that in August, 
1896, when the plans were made of the system, that Mr. Allen’s- 
estimated cost of the same was $28,675.21. This estimate did not 
include the construction of any catch basins. That you could 
not reasonably expect that with the advance in the cost of labor, 
and all construction material, that the system could be built any 
cheaper now than ten years ago. 

As per your instructions, as soon as practical after the above 
vote was taken the Selectmen had specifications gotten out, and 
forwarded to several different contractors, and bids for construc- 


ting the system according to specifications asked for. When the 
sealed proposals from the tenders were opened, the firm of Bearce 
& Clifford of Lewiston, Maine, were found to be the lowest bid- 
ders, and as their bid was some in excess of the estimated cost, 
and nearly $5000.00 in. excess, of the appropriation the contract 
could not he awarded them. As Bearce & Clifford were the 
lowest bidders a contract was made with them whereby that they 
would construct sewers on the different streets, to the extent of 
the appropriations a predetermined price per lineal foot of the 
different sizes of pipe, these prices were determined so as to 


( 


make the price of the work as near as possile ‘‘pro rata’’ with 
their bid made for the complete system; with the understanding 
that if the town saw fit to raise additional the amount necessary 
to pay for the same that they would complete the system as per 
their bid. 

It is optional with the town to raise this additional amount 
aud have the system completed as proposed by Mr. Allen, or pay 
the prices per lineal foot as agreed upon to the extent of the pres- 
ent appropriation, 

On investigating the matter it was decided that the follow - 
ing parts of the different streets could be best left out for future 


consideration.

The pipe, cement and manhole covers are on the ground to 
complete the above, but owing to the lateness of the season it 
“was not deemed advisable to try and finish the contract. It was 
decided that it would he better to have them finish their contract 
in the spring, as th. specifications state that there shall be no 
pipe laid in frozen ground. i 

As no work of this kind:can be done without more or less 
criticism, it would take too much space to answer to all. the 
criticisms, but would say regarding the depth that the pipe was 
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laid, that the time to criticise that question would have been be- 
fore it was voted to adopt the plans, for it would be impossible 
to change any street without changing the others, and by voting 
to adopt the plans, no one had any authority to make any changes 
in the plans. 

Before the contract was let I suggested that the whole sys- 
tem might be raised some, and Mr. Allen was called here and 
went over the matter again and would not consent to have any 
change made regarding the grades. I think that the future will 
prove that Mr. Allen was right in taking the stand that he did. 


I believe that the sewers will fulfill all the requirements and 
that the construction work will prove to be first-class; and to 
those who might have some doubts about this, let me say that 
the contractors are a responsible firm, and by their contract they 
are bound to keep the sewers in repair a sufficient leneth of time 
so that if any inherent defects develop in either the construction 
work or the materials used, that the contractors will have to make 
good the defects, and money enough is held back from the full 
payment to protect the town in this. As there are no catch 
basins connected with the sewers, I would recommend that they 
be flushed as early in the spring as possible, for the reason that 
¢hey are ventilated by small holes in the manhole covers and as 
those have been covered up with ice and snow since last fall, 
there may be some odor from them if not flushed. If the catch 
basins were in, this would not be necessary for they would get « 
good flushing when the snow goes off. 


As the plans were made of the system before there was any 
buildings on what is known as the ‘‘Heights’’ there is nothing 
in the present system to take care of this section, and as thers 
has been frequent complaints\made to the board of health regard- 
ing the cess-pools that are used in connection with some of thie 
residences there, I would recommend that a sewer be extended to 
relieve this section. . GF 

It should be understood that Mr. ie did not plan to have 
any pipe laid where he did not deem it necessary for the wel- 
fare of the town, and any part of the system that is not com- 
pleted, that section will not be neglecied. The part of Cum- 
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berland street, east of High street, is a section that should be 
taken care of but this would not be possible unless the 
Mechanic street sewer was completed, without emptying the 
same into the Soule’s mill pond If anything is done regarding 
this section I would recommend that the Mechanic street sewer 
be completed, and all the house services at the lower end of the 
street turned into the same. 

There sthould be several catch basins constructed, and care 
should be exersised in locating them so as to get them where 
they will do the most good. The present condition of Main 
street, from McKeen’s corner to the G. T. Railway crossing is 
such that no amount of catch basins would give satisfaction, 
while if the street was properly graded, two catch basins would 
keep the street in a satisfactory condition This same condition 
exists in several other places, ant I would recommend that be- 
fore any of these are constructed,or any work done on the streets 
in the spring, that the matter be taken up with the road agent 
with the view of getting this part of the work done as it should 
“be. 

As any sewer is liable to get clogged, I would recommend 
that some sewer rods be bought, and other necessary tools, with 
a ladder for going into the manholes, and somebody that is liable 
to live in town for some time be instructed in the care of the 
sewers. and the removing any obstruction that might happen to 
them. The utility of the manholes and lampholes is for remoy- 
ing any obstruction that might happen without digging up any 
part of the sewer,and it isimportant that somebody should under- 
stand this. 

As the Selectmen were in charge of this work, I believe that 
they have taken all means possible to keep informed as to the 
progress of the work and as how it was being done. Their fre- 
quent visits on the works went to show that it was their intention 
to know what was going on from personal observation. I believe 
that the town was fortunate in having a board of Selectmen that 
would take the interest in the matter that this board has.
